PARASITES OF THE BOOK-TRADE. 


SINCE we published, some weeks ago, the ex- 
posé of Mr. J. L. Thurston’s generous and yen- 
eral offer, at a salary of $125 per month ‘or 
more,” of a ‘‘ General Manager position” in 
“a publishing company of which Mr. Apple- 
ton is President,” we have accumulated a num- 
ber of similar circulars and proposals in writ- 
ten, type-written, or printed letters which 
show a singular likeness with each other. One 
of these is ‘‘The Buyers’ Union” with which 
Mr. E. T. Loomis was connected and which has 
received much gratuitious advertising in the 
daily press since Mr. Loomis’ incarceration in 
the Tombs. Its circular was very ingeniously 
concocted and was adorned with the elaborate 
illustrations of the composing-room, press-room, 
bindery, etc., intended to impress the distant 
observer with the enormous business it was do- 
ing or proposing to do. Another circular pro- 
ceeds from the ‘‘ Consolidated Buyers’ Jobbing 
Co.,” which is possibly Mr. J. L. Thurston’s 
organization, since the name of Mr. Nathan 
Appleton, ‘‘ President of Boston Board of Trade 
and Commissioner of Panama Canal Co.,’’ is 
given as President. This name will be recog- 
nized as that of a gentleman connected with the 
well-known Boston family of that name, a 
brother of Mr. Thos. G. Appleton, who has an 
unfortunate habit of lending an honored name 
freely to various schemes not always of the high- 
est credit. He is not one of the Appletons of 
the publishing house. Another affair of a similar 
character is the ‘‘ Century Book and Paper Co.” 
of Chicago, which also has made generous offers 
of the ‘‘ local business management” of its affairs 
to any number of gentlemen in various cit- 
ies, who were expected to return a deposit for 
the privilege of representing the company at a 
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large salary. The officers of this company, 
Frank L. Loomis, Howard G. Loomis, and Edwin 
S. Jewell, have been indicted by the Chicago 
Grand Jury for conspiracy to defraud. How 
many more concerns of this kind there may be 
through the country, or whether these all are 
really various noms de guerre of the same sharp- 
ers, it is difficult to say. Curiously, several of 
them have happened on the same list of names 
to whom to send their similar offers, and so have 
opened the eyes of a good many would-be vic- 
tims. 

All these concerns, it will be noted, purport to 
be connected with the book-trade, which seems to 
be a peculiarly desirable field for this sort of quack- 
ery and fraud. There are a good many so-called 
‘‘ library associations’ which are not frauds, but 
which in their prospectuses, etc., come close to 
the border line which separates them from the 
kind of concerns above mentioned. In other 
words, they more or less deceive the public, or 
induce the public to deceive itself, by the state-- 
ments which they make about book profits and 
the outrages committed upon the bookbuying 
public by the book-trade proper. Thisis another 
of the evils due in a measure to the misleading 
discount system with which the trade is cursed. 





POSTMASTER-GENERAL WANAMAKER has done 
a most excellent thing in his appointment of a 
commission to investigate the condition and needs 
of the New York Post-Ofiice, made up of ex- 
perts connected with the Department at Wash- 
ington and instructed in a categorical series of 
specific questions signed by him to look thor- 
oughly into the business condition and needs 
of the metropolitan office. As the New York 
office is not only the largest one in the country, 
but that through which by far the largest propor- 
tion of publications is mailed, it is most impor- 
tant to the publishing and. book trade that it 
should be administered at its best. Mr. Pearson, 
as stated in Mr. Wanamaker’s letter of instruc- 
tions, had long been urging the Department and 
Congress to give more adequate supply both of 
men and money to the metropolitan office, but 
there has been a chronic jealousy between the 
Department at Washington and the big Post-Office 
here, which was not mollified by the peculiar 
political conditions during both the Republican 
and Democratic administrations under which Mr. 
Pearson served. The present commission, com- 
ing from Washington and thoroughly familiar 
with postal methods, ought to be able to reach an 
accurate judgment as to what are the actual 
needs in New York, and every improvement here 
ought to be reflected in Post-Office administration 
throughout the country. Behind all questions of 
administrative methods is, however, the question 
of the law under which all branches of the Post- 
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Office are administered, and the present law is 
most contradictory and confusing, and, in many 
respects, altogether bad. It is sufficient to men- 
tion again the anomaly that periodicals other 
than weeklies can be sent across the street 
through the mails in New York only when ac- 
tually stamped at the rate of one cent for two 
ounces, or eight cents a pound, while a weekly 
paper is delivered at bulk rates, or a cent a 
pound, and either weeklies or monthlies can be 
sent to San Francisco and delivered at the door 
there at the same bulk rate of one cent a pound, 
or but an eighth of what it costs to deliver the 
monthly right here in New York. Mr. Pearson, 
we happen to know from many consultations 
with him on this subject, was most anxious to do 
his part to bring about a law which would be so 
simple as to construe itself and which would re- 
move the many causes of difficulty between the 
department, the local post-offices, and the public. 





AT last again that useful white elephant of the 
publishing trade, Whitaker’s ‘‘ Reference Cata- 
logue of English Literature,” is to appear anew 
after an interval of four years, during which time 
it has become, in this country at least, one of the 
most scarce and desired of books. This issue, 
Mr. Whitaker writes us, is the thickest octavo in 
the world, weighing twelve pounds, and being 
eleven inches in thickness, an increase of nearly 
a third over its previous extraordinary dimen- 
sions. It is sold abroad to advance subscribers 
at absolutely less than its cost of preparation, 
which must be something enormous in view of 
the fact that the present edition is prefaced by 
an index to 68,000 books, and in this country at a 
slight advance to cover the large cost of freight 
and handling. It has more catalogues than ever, 
and will be invaluable to dealers, libraries, and 
lovers of books in thiscountry. This enterprise 
is an outcome of out own ‘‘ Trade List Annual,” 
but the son has greatly outgrown its sire. We 
desire to present the thanks of the American 
book public to Mr. Whitaker for the very great 
service which he has again done in its behalf. 





A CORRESPONDENT elsewhere in this issue calls 
upon the book-trade, especially that of New 
York City, to organize with a view of joining the 
generous movement already afoot to aid the suf- 
ferers from the recent floods in Pennsylvania. 
No doubt a large number of the trade have 
already, as individuals, contributed to this move- 
ment, yet as a body organized for the purpose 
possibly more could yet be done. The office of 
the PusLIsHERS’ WEEKLY is ready to codperate 
either in calling such a meeting or in forwarding 
to the proper authorities contributions in behalf 
of the book-trade.

THE tenth annual meeting of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association was held 
on the evening of the 5th inst., at the rooms of 
George A. Leavitt & Co. There were present 
between eighty and one hundred members—a 
larger number than was ever represented before 
—called out no doubt by the important business 
to be brought before the Association. Promptly 
at eight o’clock Mr. Charles T. Dillingham called 
the meeting to order, and with a brief congratu- 
latory address proceeded to business. The min- 
utes of the previous meeting having been printed 
in the leading trade papers were adopted without 
reading. The Secretary, Mr. A. Geyer, then read 
the following report: 


Mr. President and Members of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association of the 
United States : 


Once more, friends and fellow-members of the 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Associa- 
tion, we have come together for our annual 
meeting—the tenth in the history of our organi- 
zation, and in many ways the brightest and most 
promising of all our annual gatherings, for to- 
day our ranks are full, and many applicants are 
knocking at our door for admission to fellow- 
ship. To all of us who have been associated to- 
gether from the beginning of this fraternal en- 
deavor, and who have watched with interested 
solicitude over its fortunes and growth, it is, in- 
deed, an hour fraught with much satisfaction. 
To know that we are established on a solid and 
enduring basis; to know that we have outgrown 
our own most sanguine expectations; to know 
that the career and management of our Associa- 
tion has been such as to make men seek us with 
the wish to cast in their lot with us, is, indeed, a 
gratifying reward for labor performed with sin- 
gleness of purpose, and efforts prompted only by 
desire to benefit our fraternity. It is not too 
much to say that the brightest augury for the 
future can be drawn from our successful past. 
Like wise architects we have made our founda- 
tions sure; the superstructure will grow by natu- 
ral accretion—well, I will not say that, quite, for 
Nature, though a good nurse, sometimes shows 
wayward moods, and although we have planted 
well, we must still, one and all, be faithful gar- 
deners in this, our fraternal field.

The report, which concluded with a reference 
to the extension of the membership and the Re- 
serve Fund, and an appeal to the members to 
renewed energy in increasing the numerical 
strength of the Association, was approved and 
heartily cheered. 

The next business was deliberation upon the 
proposed amendments. Contrary to all expecta- 
tion every single amendment was adopted, most 
of them without argument, a few after a brief 
discussion, so that after but an hour’s work the 
meeting was ready to make the vote upon the 
adoption of all the amendments unanimous. 

The amendments adopted were as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 


SEc. 2. The expenses of examination shall be 
borne by the applicant. If the applicant lives 
outside of New York City, the application must 
be accompanied by a certificate stating the true 
health of the applicant, and signed by a physician. 
of good repute. Zhe application and certificate 
must be upon forms prescribed and furnished by 
the Association. 


AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 


The application, certificate and blank for change 
of beneficiary must be upon forms prescribed and 
furnished by the Association. 


Src. 3. The maximum number of members of 
the Association shall be one thousand (1000). 


AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 
Fifteen hundred (1500). 


Src. 4. Propositions for membership must be 
made by a member of the Association, or the 
applicant must accompany his application by 
satisfactory reference from one or more persons 
of good standing and a proposition fee of one 
dollar, which will bein part payment of the ini- 
tiation fee of the candidate, if elected; if not 
elected, said proposition fee shall be returned. 


AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 


A fee of two dollars and ten cents ($2.10) ; one 
dollar and ten cents ($1.10) of which will be in 
payment of the initiation fee of the candidate, if 
elected, and $1.00 for the death fund; if not elect- 
ed, said fee shall be returned. 


ARTICLE IV. 
DEATH PAYMENTS. 


Sec. 1. Upon the death of a member the amount 
collected (less the ten cents from each member) 
by reason of the last previous death of a mem- 
ber, shall be paid to such person or persons as 
shall have been properly designated by the member 
by reason of whose death the payment is made. 
Such designation must be in writing, and recorded 
by the Secretary, in the order of its date, ina book 
kept by the Secretary for the purpose. If there be 
more than one designation, the payment shall be 
made to the person or persons named in the latest 
designation, If there be no such regular desig- 
nation, or if there be living no person named in 
the latest designation, the payment shall be made 
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to the widow of the deceased member ; or ifthere | the purpose, which shall be at all times open for the 


be no widow, to the children in equal portions ; 
or if there be no children, to the legal representa- 
tives of the deceased. Such payment shall be 
made only to the person actually entitled to re- 
ceive the same as above provided, and in no case 
to a claimant under or through such acually en- 
titled person. If no payment can be made under 
the foregoing provisions of this section the 
amount shall revert to the Association. 


AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 


ARTICLE IV. 
DEATH PAYMENTS. 


Sec. 1. Upon suitable proof of the death of any 
member the amount collected by reason of the 
last previous death of a member and the amount 
arising from the payments into the death fund 
from new members that have joined prior to the 
death of a deceased member (less the ten cents 
from each member) shall be paid not exceeding 
one thousand dollars ($1000), to such person or 
persons as shall have been designated as herein- 
after set forth by the member by reason of whose 
death the payment is made. Such designation 
must be in writing, upon a blank, provided by 
the Association and recorded by the Secretary, 
in the order of its date, in a book kept by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose. If there be more than one 
designation, the payment shall be made to the 
person or persons named in the latest designation, 
so recorded prior to the death of the member * * * 


ARTICLE IV, 
NEW SECTION. 


Sec. 2. Any member may, at his desire and at 
any time, except as hereinafter provided, effect a 
change, as to the person or persons designated 
as beneficiaries, by filing with the Secretary of the 
Association a certificate setting forth that hedoes 
thereby revoke his former designations and does 
substitute others as therein designated in their 
stead, which certificate shall set forth the same 
particulars with reference to such other desig- 
nated parties as was set forth in his original appli- 
cation, and shall be subscribed to by such member 
and properly attested before a Notary Public or 
other officer, commissioned to administer oaths, 
when the Secretary shall make, under direction 
of the Board of Trustees, the necessary changes 
in the record.

money received and paid out, in books provided for 


inspection of the Board of Trustees. 
AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 


He shall pay all orders which have received the 
approval of the various committees and have been 
signed by the President and attested by the Secre- 
tary ; he shall keep a correct account of all the 
money received and paid out, in books provided 
for the purpose, which shall be at all times open 
for the inspection of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
STANDING COMMITTEE, 


Sec. 1. At the first meeting of the Board of 
Trustees after each annual meeting, the President 
shall appoint a Committee on Laws, a Committee 
on Claims, and an Auditing Committee. Eavh of 
said committees shall consist of three members, 
all to be appointed from the Board of Trustees. 


AMENDED AS FOLLOWS : 


Sec.1. At the first meeting of the Board of 
Trustees after each annual meeting, the President 
shall appoint a Committee on Laws, a Committee 
on Claims, an Auditing Committee, and a Com- 
mittee of the Reserve Fund. Each of said com- 
mittees shall consist of three members, all to be 
appointed from the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XIil. 
NEW SECTION 5. 


The Committee of the Reserve Fund shall have 
charge and control of the Reserve Fund as herein- 
after provided. 


OLD SECTION 5 to be new section 6, 


NEW ARTICLE XV. 
RESERVE FUND. 


Sec. 1. The fund created by this Article shall 
be known as the Reserve Fund of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association of the 
United States. 

Sec. 2. The objects of this fund, first, are: to 
accumulate a fund which, in cases of epidemic or 
general disasters, may be appropriated towards 
the payments of increased demands on, or ad- 
ditional assessments of the members ; second, to 
secure a prompt payment to the beneficaries of the 
deceased members of the Association, of such 
sum as they may be entitled to. 

Sec. 3. This fund shall be created from all sur- 
plus moneys which may arise from assessments 
for deaths made according to Article III., Sec- 
tions 1 and 2, of this Constitution, and all surplus 
moneys from the Contingent Fund, etc. (after 
paying all necessary expenses), and all interests or 
dividends arising from investments made of this 
fund. 

Sec. 4. The Committee of the Reserve Fund 
shall deposit upon interest all moneys received, in 
one or more incorporated Trust Companies or 
Savings Banks to be selected by the Board of 
Trustees. All deposits are to be made for and in 
the name of the Reserve Fund of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association, and shall 
be drawn therefrom as hereinafter provided. 

Src. 5. No portion of the Reserve Fund upon 
deposit as hereinbefore set forth, shall be with- 
drawn from any Savings Bank or Trust Company, 
where the same is deposited, at any time for any 
purpose whatsoever, unless upon a voucher, be- 
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ing an order or draft or check which shall have 
been signed by the President, the Secretary and 
Treasurer and the chairman of the Reserve Fund 
Committee, and having thereon, at the same time, 
the written endorsement of all remaining members 
of said committee; and provided, also, that the 
Secretary of the Association shall have previous- 
ly certified, in writing, to the officers of said bank 
of deposit the signatures of the members of the 
Association, who shall have been duly appointed, 
and who are then qualified to act as the committee 
of said Reserve Fund. The Secretary of the 
Association shall file with the officers of said 
Trust Companies or Savings Banks a certified 
copy of this section, being section 5, Article XV. 
of the Constitution of the B. and S. P. A. 

Sec. 6. The Reserve Fund so constituted shall 
remain intact and undiminished, and be increased 
from time to time during the existence of the 
Association; except when the number of deaths, 
of which satisfactory proof shal] be presented to 
the Board of Trustees, within any one year ex- 
ceeds twelve, the said Trustees shall call upon the 
Committee of the Reserve Fund for the amount 
necessary to pay such death losses in excess of 
twelve, providing the amount of such Reserve 
Fund be sufficient therefor. And whenever at any 
regular meeting for ordering payments the num- 
ber of satisfactory proofs so presented exceeds 
three, the Board of Trustees may, in their discre- 
tion, by a resolution, call upon the Committee of 
the Reserve Fund for the amount necessary to 
pay such death losses in excess of three. In such 
case, however, the Board of Trustees shall sub- 
sequently and in the same year order assessments 
for such death losses in excess of three, the net 
amount realized therefrom to be paid into the Re- 
serve Fund, unless thereby the total number of 
assessments in one year would exceed twelve. 
Whenever a death loss shall be paid from the Re- 
serve Fund, the amount paid the beneficiary shall 
be equal to the amount last paid from an assess- 
ment upon the members, not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sec. 7. The Committee of the Reserve Fund 
shall render a report to the Board of Trustees 


when called upon so to do, wherein they shall set 
forth in detail the amount of said fund, the names 
of the Banks or Trust Companies in which it is 
invested, accompanying the same with such sug- 
gestions or recommendations concerning the said 


fund as may seem to them advisable or necessary 
at the time. 


OLD ARTICLE XV. to be new Article XVI. 


After the vote upon the amendments the elec- 
tion of five trustees to serve two years was in 


order. The trustees whose term had expired, 


Messrs. W. S. Merriam, J. A. Holden, Thos. R. 
Knox, and D. Pritchard, were reélected. Mr. John 
Briggs was elected in place of G. J. Leary. 
Resolutions were presented and unanimously 
adopted complimenting the officers, Mr. C. T, 
Dillingham, President, Thos. R. Knox, Vice- 
President, A Geyer, Secretary, and the Board of 
Trustees for their valuable services in behalf of 
the Association. Resolutions were also passed 
thanking Messrs, George A, Leavitt and C. T. 
Dillingham for the use of their offices, and the 


trade journals for courtesies extended. The 
meeting adjourned about half past ten o'clock. 
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THE PARIS INTERNATIONAL LITER- 
ARY CONGRESS. 


THE Société des Gens de Lettres, acting in con- 
cert with the International Literary Association, 
will hold a Congress at Paris for the discussion of 
matters affecting authors. The opening meeting 
is fixed for the 20th inst., and it is expected that 
M. Jules Simon will preside. The following 
seven questions will be submitted for discussion, all 
of them relating to the desirability of further legis- 
lation in the interest of authors ; and papers will be 
read on the subjects of science in contemporary 
literature and Russian literature in France : 

Question 1.—Has the author ofa literary work the ex- 
clusive right to translate it or to authorize a translation 
of it ? 

Should the author be obliged to indicate in any way on 
the original work that he reserves the right to translate it ? 

Should the author or his assignees have extended tothem 
a specified time, whatever it may be, within which to 
make the translation ? . 

Question 2.—May articles in journals or periodicals be 
reproduced or translated without the authority of the 
author? 

Should he be compelled to make special mention of reser- 
vation or interdict ? 

Should articles of political discussion, general facts, 
news of the day, and telegrams be excepted ? 

What should be the law in regard to serial stories ? 

Question 3.—Should the reproduction of a literary work 
in a chrestomathy, anthology, or selected collection be 
dependent upon the previous authorization of the author ? 

Question 4.—Shall the Congress ask that the Berne 
Convention be modified on the above points? 

Question 5.—Should the transforming of a novel intoa 
drama or vice versa, without the consent of the author, 
constitute an illegal reproduction ? 

Question 6.—Should the reproduction of a literary work 
by means of public lectures take place without the con- 
sent of the author? 

Question 7.—Is a special law required to regulate the 
relations between authors and publishers ? 

The Congrés International de la Propriété 
Artistique, under the presidency of M. Meisson- 
ier, will also hold a Congress at Paris to discuss 
a number of questions relating to the rights of 


an artist in his productions.
